followed. 
The influence which women of social 
prominence might exert in this direc­ 
tion is enormous. 
It would be such 
an easy thing for the social leaders in 
a dozen great cities, to pass around 
the word that it is strictly “the thing” 
to wear American grown and manu­ 
factured fabrics this season. 
The purchases made by such women 
easily become a matter of public note. 
Clerks talk about it to all their cus­ 
tomers. The idea spreads from circle 
to circle and clique to clique. It Is the 
easiest thing in the world for those 
in the seats of social power to start 
a imputer fad. 
Wearing 
American 
made goods could be made so popular 
in this country within six months that 
women would be almost ashamed to 
have it known that they bought im­ 
ported stuffs. 
People are governed In their daily 
purchases by sentiment. 
There has 
been a vague feeling for many years 
that foreign made goods were better. 
In some cases they may be cheaper, 
but perhaps the principal motive for 
the preference has been the feeling 
that they are more artistic or stylish. 
Yet America has the brightest, 
most 
hustling business men in the world. 
It seems absurd to suppose that they 
let trade drift out of their hands by 
making an inferior article. 
The use of American products, in 
so far as reasonably possible, would 
be a move of real patriotism. It would 
help the home cotton grower and man­ 
ufacturer and makers of all American 
textile fabrics, whose 
business 
bas 
been upset by the 
war 
and

causes. 
It would put bread into the 
mouths of hungry families ai) over the 
country, and help bring back a high 
range of prosperity.

The world may not be getting much 
la tte r or much wiser, but it is at least 
getting less egotistic and more apolo­ 
getic. We still feed the poor by char­ 
ity and we still have no remedy for 
< rime except locking up the criminals 
together in places where 
they 
may 
teach each other more crime. But we 
have meeting in Fresno a state confer­ 
ence of charities and corrections, all 
rf 
whose 
members 
are 
frankly 
ashamed of both charity and correc­ 
tion, aud frankly looking forward to 
tile time when charities and correc­ 
tions shall be 
abolished 
from 
the 
world. On a wider scale we have the 
world at war, but in that world every 
nation Is apologizing for the war and 
insisting that the other fellow began 
it and made it necessary. 
No one is 
proud any more of tbe once Christian 
virtue of charity nor of the once man­ 
ly occupation of war. 
There was a 
time when piracy and highway rob­ 
bery were the only occupations suf­ 
ficiently exalted for a gentleman or a 
hero to engage in. Finally people got 
ashamed of making their livings by 
stealing, and in due time their soi^h 
and grandsons quit stealing and adopt­ 
ed gentler methods of living by other 
People’s work. There was a time later 
when fighting was tbe only occupation 
worthy of a gentleman, and it is still 
true that the warrior caste constitutes 
tile 
aristocracy 
of most 
countries 
which have such a caste. 
War 
has 
ceased to be the chivalry of knights 
and lias become quite 
largely 
very 
hard, very dirty and very unspectacu­ 
lar labor. 
It is a thing deplored 
as 
an unfortunate necessity, but nowhere 
proclaimed as an honor. 
The whole 
world is now ashamed of most things 
it is doing. It has not acquired intel­ 
ligence or character enough to quit 
doing them, but it is something 
for 
it to have acquired grace enough to be 
ashamed of doing them.—Fresno Re­ 
publican. 


Tbe Kansas City Journal notes thai 
"leading newspapers of various polit­

"Mr. la ft’s conduct since he left the 
White House has made him hosts of 
friends und has even affected the fac­ 


tion of the party that was hostile to 
him while there—though that hostility 
was not directed so much at him as 
those around him. 
His good temper, 
the wisdom of his public utterances 
and the service he has performed in 
directing public opinion, have gone a 
long way toward clarifying the popular 
impression of an honest president who 
suffered for sins that were not his. It 
is probable that the gossip now spring­ 
ing up In so many different parts of 
the country will increase rather than 
diminish.” 
And the Baltimore Sun, a staunch 
Republican journal, 
even 
goes 
the 
length of saying that “this strong un­ 
dercurrent trending toward 
the 
up­ 
building of a public sentiment for the 
renomination of Mr. Taft represents 
the logic of the situation to which the 
country has been brought by the re­ 
sult of the last election and its conse­ 
quences.” 
And the article concludes 
with the declaration that “as present 
William Howard Taft Is in a very real 
sense the most inspiring figure in this 
republic, the logical leader 
of

bixth. Provision requiring all steam 
engines operating in or near wooded 
cr range land to be equipped with ef­ 
ficient spark arresters.

the duty of looking after the interests 
of the people of the state in all mat­ 
ters relating to forestry.

BEMIDJI, Minn.—One million dol­ 
lars will be spent In Beltrami and ad­ 
joining counties by the staate of Min­ 
nesota tnis spring, to reclaim 1,000,000 
acres of land, which if free of water, 
would be among 
the 
most 
fertile. 
State land experts estim ate that the 
value of the reclaimed land during 
1015 will be $6,000,000, but thai before 
the end of IO years, will be $100,000,- 
000. 
This estim ate by the state ex­ 
perts is based upon statistics of other 
land value increase in Minnesota. 
The majority of this land to be re­ 
claimed is in the northern part, or ad­ 
joining the northern part or Beltrami 
county, which in itself is 156 miles 
long. Some of the strip to be reclaim­ 
ed1 extends over to St. Louis county, 
which is larger than 
the 
combined 
area of Connecticut and Rhode Island. 
The scheme for reclamation of this 
land, at present a continuous swamp 
of several hundred miles In breadth, 
includes the division of the vast ex- 
pen.se Into sections, each section to be 
divided by roads, at the side of which 
is a deep drainage ditch These ditches 
at every four sections meet and the 
object of the flow is to get flow Into 
Red Lake, the second largest inland 
lake, entirely within the United States, 
in the nation. 
Red Lake is shallow. This will ne­ 
cessitate a plan for getting the flow 
of water from Red Lake south, and 
eventually 
through 
-the 
Mississippi 
river. 
This 
includes 
widening 
tile 
hcannel of one of the tributaries of Red 
river, now opening out of Red Lake, 
and eventually emptying iuto the Mis­ 
sissippi river. 
Another 
plan 
Is 
to 
bring the water through a canal, di­ 
rectly through tbe northern Minnesota 
divide, and emptying into Lake Bemidji 
at its northern point. Thence a chan­ 
nel will be constructed through Lake 
Bemidji, to the Mississippi river which 
flows through the lake, through a dis­ 
tinctive channel of its own. 
By nar- 
nowing the channel of the river, it is 
believed that the Mississippi river at 
this point will be able to handle the 
flow of the water. 
It is estimated that the entire work 
of reclamation will be completed In ten 
years. 
Cut-over timber coupled with 
tbe swaTnps form an additional im­ 
pediment. 


The new plan, which is experimental 
in nature, will be the quarantining of 
any resort which Js reported to the 
police as a menace. 
The quarantine method, it is said, will 
b e-employed as a substitute for the 
old police method, now discarded, of 
closing up resorts which 
failed 
to 
comply with the department’s regula­ 
tions providing for registration and 
medical inspection, or which failed to 
report inmate* 
suffering 
from 
dis­ 
ease. 
•‘Officially,” Detroit has had no vice 
section for the past 1.x months, the re­ 
sorts having been closed by order of 
Police Commissioner John 
Gillespie, 
in October 1913. 
It is an open secret, 
however, that the police have found 
themselves unable, under present con­ 
ditions, to cope with (.lie 
scores 
ot 
vicious houses that are operating op­ 
enly in many sections. 
To meet this 
new condition, without officially recog. 
nixing the failure of his “elimination” 
order, the commissioner Is said to fa­ 
vor a trying outt of 
the 
quarantine 
plan. 
Under the proposed 
new 
method, 
any resort that Is considered a men­ 
ace, will be quarantined by the health 
officials, placarded and in other ways 
treated as though smallpox or some 
contagious disease existed there.

As the Socialist party everywhere is 
well known to be strongly opposed to 
the war principle 
members of the 
party in this country are frequently 
asked the question, Why is it that Eu­ 
ropean Socialists are today fighting 
each other in the bloodiest war of mod­ 
ern times? 
As well might the ques­ 
tion. be asked, Why are the Christians 
of Europe fighting each other? 
The present European conflict cam# 
suddenly. The Socialists did not real­ 
ize the tremendous strength of the mil­ 
itary spirit that still existed in Eu­ 
rope. They had prevented threatened 
wars, and they felt confident that the 
world had advanced beyond the possi­ 
bility of another great war. War had 
been declared before the keenest of 
Socialists bad realized that there was 
danger of international conflict. After 
war had been declared and Ave hun­ 
dred tnousaud troops had been mobil­ 
ized, Jean Juarez, Socialist prime min­ 
ister of France, made his stirring anti­ 
war protest, which 
resulted 
in 
his 
assassination two days later. 
There 
were labor riots In Paris in opo&itlon 
to the government policy, but these 
were promptly put down. 
The three 
leading Socialist dailies of France, in­ 
cluding L’Humanite, were suppressed 
indefinitely. 
At the present time, the 
regular Socialist party of France is 
opposing the war. 
Valliant and Bern- 
bat, two leading governmental officials, 
have opposed the continuation of the 
war budget, but .have been met with 
shouts of derision from a war-crazed 
mob. 
The Socialists of France who 
oppose the action of the government, 
are taking their lives in their hands. 
The whole of France is stirred with 
the idea that Germany is the aggres­ 
sor, and that France is fighting to de­ 
fend her national 
boundaries. 
The 
question. Should a man refuse to fight 
to defend his property and his home in 
time of foreign invasion? is the one 
that European Socialists 
have 
been 
forced to face. 
t 
It is a mistaken idea th at the So­ 
cialist party is in control of the gov­ 
ernm ent of the German nation. There 
are but 112 deputies out of the 397 in 
the Reichstag who are avowed Social­ 
ists. The Reichstag is but one part at 
the German Council, and corresponds 
to our House of Representatives. The 
Hundesrath. which corresponds to our 
Senate, is distinctly conservative and 
contains few Socialist members. This 
upper house bas the power to veto the 
action of the Reichstag on war Issues. 
The Socialists in the Reichstag have 
realized the impossibility or passing 
peace legislation, or of flghtng to any 
great extent the war budget 
These 
men are as good Socialists as they 
ever were, but It takes 
men 
with 
nerves of steel to stand In the midst 
of hostile majorities and 
be 


traitors and endure -the Insults of pa­ 
triotic mobs. 
T he\0erm ans believe, 
like the French,, that it is a war for 
protection that they are engaged in. 
The “Vorwaerts ’ and other leading 
Socialist newspapers, having protested 
against the government 
policy, 
are 
published at the present time under 
the strictest military censorship. It is 
true that thousands of German Social­ 
ists are fighting in the trenches; some 
are inspired by feelings of patriotism 
and others have been forced into the 
war. 
It is said that many of the So­ 
cialist soldiers in both the French and 
German armies, to avoid killing each 
other, have agreed to shoot high and 
so miss their targets. 
In England the Independent Labor 
party Is agitating against the war. 
Such Socialists as James Larkin, Tom 
Mann and Bernard Shaw have openly 
defied tbe English authorities by tell­ 
ing the workingmen to refuse to fight. 
Socialist halls in England, are decked 
with red banners which read, “We 
serve neither King nor K aiser!” 
In 
Brisbane, Australia, the Socialist hall 
was Tidied with bullets 
because 
of 
Socialist anti-war parades. 
The seventeen Socialist members of 
the Russian Duma voted 
to a 
unit 
against the war. 
The Socialist agitation In Italy ha* 
prevented that nation from entering 
the war. 
The present European situation does 
not show the failure of Social Democ­ 
racy, but it does show to be false the 
argument which Socialists 
have 
al­ 
way# opposed, that large armaments 
are the best means of maintaining 
peace. 
The Socialist cause is not dead in 
Europe, and when the war is over and 
the Insane mobs and war-drunken pa­ 
triots have come to realize its futility, 
in the calmness of their reflection* 
(he truths which the Socialists have 
disseminated will recur to them with 
added force. 
The Socialist propaganda of justice, 
peace and brotherhood will modify the 
deliberation* of peace congresses and 
affect the constitutions of reconstruct­ 
ed states.

Money Conditions Easier 
“The early part of January Is usually a time of 
heavy bank withdrawals, due to the adoption of plans 
for the stimulation of business and new enterprises 
by manufacturers, merchants and developers. 
This 
money leaves the banks, temporarily, and the de­ 
posits, as a rule, fall oft because of holiday bills. 
This year, however, there has been an exception to 
\the rule. While the withdrawals for the enlargment 
Of business has been normal the deposits have been 
exceptionally heavy and to a point that occasioned 
surprise. Deposits for early January have exceeded 
withdrawals.” This is the view of J. F. Sartori, presi­ 
dent of the Security Trust and Savings Bank of 
Los Angeles. 
“WA watched this balance of deposits over take­ 
outs start on January 2 and increase each day, and 
began to seek for the reason,” continued Mr. Sartori. 
“The cause is not absolutely ascertainable, but we 
do find- that a considerable amount of money that 
had been put in safety deposit vaulty or kept under 
the mattress has come out of hiding and into cir­ 
culation. 
This is the acme of confidence on the 
part of the public 
it means that ‘prosperity’ is not 
merely a topic for conversation, but is a reality. 
"Studying these things carefully, 
the 
Security 
Trust and Savings bank has broken the ice on loans 
by offering to turn back into general circulation the 
excess of deposits and it may be felt assured that 
money from now on will be ‘easier.’ 
In two days 
we bave loaned a considerable' gross amount at 40 
per cent of conservative valuation without imposition 
of a commission. 
This situation will continue and 
will become general. 
"Money put out in this way gets eventually to the 
contractor and means increased building activity. 
It passes into the hands of the wage earner and 
means more employment for the carpenter and the 
bricklayer. In other words money of this sort changes 
from hand to hand; the grocer and the butcher, the 
clothing merchant and the Broadway stores—every 
one in the community shares in the benefits of Its 
circulation. 
"This, as we deduce the situation, is not the time 
to talk optimism, but, rather, the time to share 
in its benefits. 
It may be predicted that each week 
will mark an augmentation in the flow of coin and 
currency. Banking circles may he said to be highly 
pleased and the best evidence is the re-establish­ 
ment of a loan basis on Los Angeles homes.” 


W ith Railroad Commission

county, and which operates a water system in the 
town of San Fernando, has flied an application with 
the Railroad Commission, requesting authority 
to 
issue $150,000 face value of 20 year 6 per cent bonds. 


Demand Return License Tax 
One hundred and ninety-two corporations, including 
the United States Steel Products and the Pullman 
company, in California, have made formal demand, 
through their attorney, on two state officials. Secre­ 
tary of State Jordan and State Treasurer Richard­ 
son for a refund of $71,690 corporation license taxes 
paid. 
The demand is made on the ground that the 
corporation license tax was held unconstitutional by 
the State Supreme Court. 
Suits to recover several hundred thousands of dol­ 
lars paid in franchise taxes under protest by several 
large corporations also have been filed against State 
T reasurer Richardson. 
The cases are based on a 
charge th at the State Board of Equalization assessed 
franchises arbitrarily. 


United States as Banking Power 
Kdmund D. Hulbert, vice-president of the Mer­ 
chants Loan & Trust Company, of Chicago, defended 
the Federal Reserve Act before members of the 
Union League Club of that city and asserted that 
London's position as the world banking power would 
be jeopardized by the United States at the conclusion 
of the war because of the act. Mr. Hulbert thought 
it of little consequence whether the Reserve banks 
earned dividends, though he thought they would, and 
predicted the greater loaning powers given to banks 
would more than compensate for any loss of divi­ 
dends.

Oil From Grape Seed 
A concession has be«fh granted a soap and chemical 
manufacturer of Rosario, Argentine, for the exploita­ 
tion of the grape seed oil industry in the province 
of Mendoza, the concession being an exclusive one. 
The district in 191? produced 105,603 000 gallons of 
wine. The plant for the manufacture of grape seed 
oil will open this year with a capacity of 650,000 
pounds of oil perannum which will be increased 
until the product reaches six to eight million pounds. 
For table use the oil can be marketed at a cost of 
6.8 cents a pound and for the manufacture of soap 
at 3.9 cents per pound. 
The oil, it is declared, can 
be used in the manufacture of artificial rubber. 


Olive Crop in Southern France 
“The outlook for next spring’s olive crop in the 
Nice district France, and which w’as good in Novem­ 
ber, is now much less favorable. 
The heavy rains 
and storm s in December have caused a premature 
fall of the fruit, especially in the orchards situated 
on the coast, and due to the damp weather the Musca 
olearia has developed to a great extent. However, 
the fallen olives are pressed, and a low grade of 
olive oil is extracted, which, if treated by a system 
of washing and refining can be made edible,” writes 
Consul General Hunt at Nice. 


Publicity for Reserve Banks 
In order that the public and member banks of 
the Federal Reserve bank of Minneapolis may know 
the functions and limitations of the institution a cam­ 
paign of publicity has been inaugurated, 
Curtis L. 
Mosher at one time secretary to Howard Elliott when 
the latter was president of the Northern Pacific, hav­ 
ing been placed in charge of the publicity work. 


Mint Output Last Year 
Mints of the I'nlted States in the year 1914 coined 
154,850,157 pieces, the total value of which was $61,- 
750,161.72. Gold coins numbered 4,194,112 valued at 
$53,457,817; silver coins were valued at $6,083,082 
with 31,368,655 dimes leading in number; of one cent 
pieces 80,568,432 were coined. Coinage for the Philip­ 
pine Islands amounted to 6,975,500 pieces; for Salva­ 
dor, 7,000,080 pieces; Costa Rica, 859,425 pieces, and 
Ecuador, 2,500,OOO pieces. 


Federation Farm Societies 
Fifteen state organizations dealing with agricul­ 
tural activities held a delegate convention in San 
Francisco this week with the object in view' of 
forming a federation. Dean H. E. Van Norman of 
the University of California, was chosen permanent 
chairman who will appoint a committee of seven to 
draft a constitution and by-laws and submit them 
at another conference to be held March 23. 


Greatest Grain Point 
Approximately 221,691 cars of gruin were received 
in Chicago and inspected by the state utilities com­ 
mission in 1914, as against 204,924 cars in 1913, and 
this despite the fact that the first six months of 
this year showed a decrease of 40 per cent, as com­ 
pared with the first half of the preceding year. The 
decrease was attributed to poor crops. 
The figures 
show Chicago to he the greatest grain receiving and 
grain shipping point in the world. 


Saving First Navel Orange Tree 
The Department of Agriculture has put several 
forest service experts to work to Have the original 
navel orange tree brought to the United States forty 
years ago from which the California navel orange 
industry was started. The old tree has been at the 
botanical gardens where portions of Its trunk de­ 
cayed. 
It has been removed to the greenhouses of 
the departm ent, where the experts are patching It 
up and where hereafter it will be kept under a glass 
house. 


Beet Sugar Production 
Four factories of the Amalgamated Sugar Com­ 
pany in Utah and Idaho in 1914 produced 80,000,000 
pounds of beet sugar.

Excerpt from opening statement made by John Francis Neylan, Chairman 
of the State Board of Control, in discussion of “State Aid to Children," 
at State Convention of Charities and Corrections, at Fresno. 


“It la well within 
the 
bounds of 
conservatism to assert th at a m a jo rity 
of the people of California today do not 
know that the S late of California an­ 
nually expends a sum in excess of 
15450,000 to aid unfortunate children 
who are left without either one or 
both parents. 
Included in this ma­ 
jority, 
the 
Hoard 
of 
Control 
has 
learned by actual 
experience, 
are 
m any well disposed people who are 
active in securing legislation on this 
and kindred subjects. 
• 
“The impression serins to be general 
th at the counties are very generous in 
dealing with dependent children. 
The 
fact is that more than fbi per cent of 
the public money contributed to the 
support of these children comes out of 
the state treasury and less than IO per 
cent out of the county treasuries. 
It 
would therefore seem but just th at in 
m eeting this problem in the future se­ 
rious attention should be given to de­ 
vising means of inducing the counties 
to take up their rightful share of the 
burden. 
San Francisco and Alameda 
counties are the only subdivisions of 
the stale which today attem pt to m eet 
their obligation in this respect. 


“During the last two years there 
lias been a proper supervision rl the 
state’s expenditures for these unfortu­ 
nate children through the activities of 
the children’s agents 
of 
the 
S tate 
Hoard of Control 
T hese three chil­ 
dren's agents have accom plished excel­ 
lent results against big odds, not only 
in saving to the sta te m ore th an suf­ 
ficient to pay the en tire am ount of 
their salaries and expenses, b ut in Im­ 
proving the condition of th e children 
receiving state 
aid 
T hese 
results 
have been obtained in a very large de­ 
gree through the w hole-hearted 
co­ 
operation of county au thorities and of 
the enlightened m en and womeai who 
give of their tim e, energy and m eans 
to modernize and im prove the orphan­ 
ages o f the state. 
"Many unthinking people have 
ac­ 
quired the habit of condem ning all the 
orphanages of the state. 
W ithout the 
slightest foundation in fact they m ake 
the m ost absurd statem ents regarding 
these 
institutions. 
Indiscrim inately 
they hurl charges of the m ost violent 
character. 
They are not only com m it­ 
ting an outrageous w rong against the 
hundreds of excellent men and women

"No sane man or woman in this day 
and age will advocate putting a child 
in any institution if that child can be 
provided with a proper home. No sane 
m an or woman will advocate keeping a 
child in an institution if it can be 
adopted out into a proper home. 
But 
every man and woman who is just and 
adm ires unselfish labor in the interest 
of others will accord full praise to the 
men and women who have made m any 
of our orphanages models. 
No group 
of i>eople ii^ C alifornia today is doing 
a better work th an the directors of the 
Sacram ento 
O rphanage 
and 
Farm , 
which today stands at the head of the 
lis t of the forty-three orphanages in 
California receiving 
state 
aid.

would ateo hie well for those interested

to

ac­
